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Post Office in jeopardy 

NEW OPERATOR NEEDED AS OUTLET CONTINUES TO MAKE LOSS

THE future of Lyme 
Regis Post Office is 
in jeopardy unless a 
new operator can be 
found. 

The Lyme Regis PO in 
Broad Street is loss mak¬ 
ing, despite seeing 
turnover increased by 40 
per cent since a refur¬ 
bishment over the past 
year, and is being sup¬ 
ported by owner Les 
Gilbert’s larger busi¬ 
nesses in Chard and 
South Chard where he 
also runs the Post Of¬ 


fices. 

In conjunction with 
Post Office Limited and 
local MP, Oliver Letwin, 
Mr Gilbert is renewing 
efforts to find a way for¬ 
ward for the Post Office 
in Lyme Regis. 

In a statement issued 
this week, Mr Gilbert 
said: “The problem that 
we have is a Post Office 
income that is in slow de¬ 
cline and a very limited 


retail offer. Whilst the 
Post Offices in Chard 
and South Chard are suf¬ 
fering the same problem, 
they are supported by a 
very much larger retail 
business. 

“We had previously 
looked to expand the re¬ 
tail offer as part of the re¬ 
development behind the 
Post Office. We made a 
difficult decision to pull 
out because of a lack of 


confidence that the town 
of Lyme Regis could 
support such a large ven¬ 
ture, particularly during 
the quieter winter 
months. 

“Post Office Limited 
have to date failed to find 
anybody interested in the 
branch either at or near 
the existing location. 

“There does not seem 
to be any interest either 
from any of the multi¬ 
ples. 

“We are therefore look¬ 
ing again at all of the op¬ 
tions in conjunction with 
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■ SCHOOLS in and around Lyme Regis got into the spirit of "doing something 
funny for money"for this year's Comic Relief.

Post Office Limited. 
There is a small possibil¬ 
ity of expanding or grow¬ 
ing further our own retail 
business either where we 
are or in alternative 
premises.” 

Mr Gilbert said there is 
also still a chance that 
somebody would come 
forward that is interested 
in taking over the branch. 

Temporary closure 

He continued: “The 
final possibility, which 
we clearly want to avoid, 
is that the branch could 
close, temporarily, until 
Post Office Limited find 
somebody to take it over. 
We obviously cannot af¬ 
ford to operate the busi¬ 
ness unless it can be 
made more profitable, 
particularly in the current 
economic climate.” 

The branch will be re¬ 
advertised shortly on 
www.postoffice .co .uk/bi- 
zopps where there will of 
course be more informa¬ 
tion.

Mr Gilbert, who has in¬ 
formed the Lyme Traders 
Organisation of the situ¬ 
ation, concluded: “I am 
confident that the Post 
Office represents an ex¬ 
cellent business opportu¬ 
nity for somebody within 
the town, particularly if 
incorporated into a retail 
business.” 

Royal Mail closed the 
sorting office at the rear 
of the Lyme Post Office 
in 2010. The site was ac¬ 
quired by local business¬ 
man Brian Langdon and 
converted into a market 
area with cafe. 

The Post Office has 
stood on its current site 
for many years and also 
included the local tele¬ 
phone exchange which 
was later converted into 
flats.

LYME fishmonger Simon Bennett - or Si The 
Fish as he's locally known - has become a pop¬ 
ular fixture of the town since he opened The 
Old Watch House fresh fish place at The Cobb. 

His many customers include top chefs Mark 
Hix, Clarissa Dickson-Wright and Hugh Fearn- 
ley-Whittingstall and his shop has featured on 
BBC, ITV and Channel 4 programmes. 


■ HOW long have you been in the fishmongering 
business? 

I started at the age of 18, working in my Dad's shop in 
Christchurch, Dorset. So I've been a fishmonger for 21 
years - blimey! 

■ HOW did you and your family come to live in 
Lyme? 

I was working on another of my father's stalls in Dorch¬ 
ester High Street and a good customer - Sarah Wilkinson, 
the daughter Victor Homyer, Lyme's fishmonger since 
1934 - came up and asked us if we'd take over the shop 
in Lyme as her father wanted to retire. So we took on The 
Old Watch House and after a week in the town I met Jo, 
now my wife. Our first romantic chat was during a walk 
around The Cobb - very French Lieutenant's Woman! 

■ IS fish difficult to cook and what is your favourite 
easy fish dish? 

The golden rule with nearly every fish, so long as it's 
been cleaned, is you can wrap it in tin foil with lemon, 
butter and a drop of white wine and bake it for 20 min¬ 
utes on 180 degrees gas mark 4. 

That is a general rule but it really works well with any 
flat fish. Lemon sole or brill would be particularly fine 
this way-you could ruin the taste of the fish by dabbling 
with other stronger flavourings. 

It's difficult to say which recipe would be my favourite 
as we cook this way seasonally with all sorts of fish, de¬ 
pending on what's in season. But I never get bored of 
trying something new that a customer may have recom¬ 
mended. 

Raw wriggling scallops straight from the shell give me 
a lift. There's more zinc in them than oysters. 

■ WE'VE recently read that some say mackerel is un¬ 
sustainable - what's the true story on this? 

That confusing media sound bite a month ago was put 
out by the Marine Conservation Society. 

It was confusing because they clearly state on their own 
website that south west line-caught mackerel is the 
most sustainable way of buying this fish which is famed 
for its omega content. The sound bite was regarding 
North Sea/lcelandic stocks and wasn't even related to 
an actual diminishing of fish, just the amount of quota 



set between Icelandic and Scottish fleets. 

On the whole a very confusing load of a I most-foreign 
nonsense has been said recently but the golden rule is: 
if it's been caught on a hand-line then it's sustainable. 
Which is good news for Lyme as the fantastic omega- 
packed beauties are traditionally available locally. 


■ WHERE can I get the best advice on what fish to 
eat and how to prepare it? 

All my staff (with the probable exception of Geoff, our 
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zany apprentice) can offer excellent advice of what fish 
to choose and how to cook it in all three of our outlets 
(Lyme, Ottery and Exeter High Street). We don’t just 
wear white coats for our Saturday shifts. 

■ WILL you be taking part in the Mackerel and Crab 
festivals planned for Lyme this summer? And what's 
this we hear that you've invented a new sport of 
mackerel tossing? 

The Great Dorset Mackerel Toss could become some¬ 
thing quite big but I don't want to be specific here yet. 
Let's just say it's very original and a TV programme have 
already said they'd be interested in filming it. It'll be a 
great festival season for fish in Lyme this year. 

There are actually three different seafood-related festi¬ 
vals planned, and my team and I are working with Mark 
Hix on all of them, especially the Food Rocks event for 
the first weekend in September. 

■ WHAT advice would you give local shoppers who 
want to eat more fish because they hear it's good for 
them? 

It's really all about where the fish is from. Processed fish 
has been fiddled with in a factory. If you buy local you 
have the reassurance that it's fresh, unprocessed and 
natural. And because of the variety of Omega oils in fish, 
it's good for your heart, your mind, memory and blood 
circulation. Fish will keep you chipper. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite time of the year in Lyme 
and why's that? 

Autumn - after the madness of the season. 

■ WHAT are your leisure pursuits? 

I'm a lifelong golfer and at nights I get my telescope out 
to indulge my study of astronomy. But my best thing to 
do on a day-off is to be with my children, Sam and Rosie. 

■ WHAT would you change about Lyme if you could? 

Car parking. I'd build either an overground and doubt¬ 
less controversial multi-storey by Monmouth beach or 
an underground one in the same place! 

■ IF you were planning a dinner party for six people, 
who would be your perfect guests and what dish 
would you cook? 

The new Pope and five of his cardinals. I'd cook Monkfish 
and we could talk all evening about the meaning of Cod.

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One way system in Church Street? 


A TOWN councillor has called for Church Street and 
Bridge Street in Lyme Regis to be made one-way after 
years of traffic problems, culminating in two buses block¬ 
ing the road for four hours recently. 

Speaking at last week’s Planning and Highways Com¬ 
mittee meeting, Councillor Owen Lovell said the “only 
solution” to congestion on the narrow roads was to stop 
two-way traffic. 

He said: “If you restrict it, and it happens in every other 
town, it wouldn’t be hugely expensive. There might be 
some screaming and shouting because people on Anning 
Road and Woodmead Road wouldn’t want all the traffic 
but with a bit of thought and not too much money it could 
be done.” 

He suggested that traffic coming in from Charmouth 
Road could drive into town and traffic leaving town 
would have to go out via Uplyme and Hunters Lodge. 

Councillor Lovell’s suggestion was made during a dis-

cussion about the recent road blockage on Church Street, 
caused by two double-decker buses passing each other at 
the same time on the narrow road, where scaffolding was 
also in place. 

Earlier in the meeting, chairman Councillor Anita 
Williams said that the council had written to Dorset 
County Council and bus company First following two in¬ 
cidents last year, which caused damage to Bay View Flats 
and Antonio’s Trattoria on Church Street, but no reply 
had been received. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said they should write to the 
traffic commissioner and Oliver Letwin MP and “make 
a fuss”. 


Councillor Terry O’Grady said he spoke to the bus driv¬ 
ers at the latest incident and asked why they didn’t use 
their radios to contact each other and avoid meeting in 
narrow roads. 

He added: “They said they didn’t use the radios because 
the timetable dictates that they should never meet. Obvi¬ 
ously that doesn’t work. I suggested if they were running 
late they radio their headquarters so they don’t meet.” 

Councillor Williams said: “That would stop them meet¬ 
ing other buses but not coaches and other large vehicles.” 

She said she would like to see traffic lights further up 
Church Street, outside the London Inn, trialed for a short 
period of time, although she recongised the problems of 
adjoining traffic from Pooles Court and Monmouth 
Street. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said: “The problem is not up 
this end, it’s traffic being held up in the middle of town. 
The town is busy enough with deliveries and people park- 


No election as only one 
candidate steps forward 



A VACANCY on Lyme 
Regis Town Council will 
be filled without a by- 
election as only one 
candidate has put their 
name forward. 

Sidmouth Road resi¬ 
dent Jill Newton was 
the only candidate to 
put her name forward 
for the vacancy created 
by the death of Council¬ 
lor Barbara Austin MBE 
in December. 

She was informed last 
week that she would 
join the town council 
without election follow¬ 
ing the deadline for 
nominations. 

Ms Newton grew up in 
Uplyme and attended 
the Woodroffe School 
and Allhallows before 
leaving the area to at¬ 
tend university and pur¬ 
sue a career in 
journalism, PR and mar¬ 
keting. 

The mother of two re¬ 
turned to Lyme Regis in 
2011 and now lives in 
Sidmouth Road with 
her partner, Geoff Baker. 


On her blog Ms New¬ 
ton explains her reason¬ 
ing for standing for 
council: "Since returning 
to Lyme, I have found 
myself drawn into ex¬ 
pressing my opinion 
publicly about various is¬ 
sues arising in the news 
and from council meet¬ 
ings. It occurred to me 
that I should put my en¬ 
ergies behind my opin¬ 
ions and try to work to 
effect change for the bet¬ 
ter for the people who 
live and work here. 

"I am part of no group 
of'old'or'new'Lyme, but 


would work from a posi¬ 
tion of objectivity and in¬ 
dependence." 

Ms Newton would like 
to improve employment 
opportunities for young 
people and boost 
tourism in Lyme Regis. 

Since returning to 
Lyme, she has put her PR 
and marketing skills to 
use, helping Lyme Regis 
Gig Club in fundraising 
and acting as press offi¬ 
cer for last year's success¬ 
ful Earth Festival. She 
also wrote and edited 
the town council's new 
tourism brochure. 


Public could lose access to 
Theatre Square in lease deal 


PUBLIC access to Theatre 
Sqaure in Lyme Regis 
could be restricted in fu¬ 
ture, as West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council prepares to 
sub-let the area to South 
West Water. 

The issue of access to the 
square was raised at last 
week’s LymeForward 
meeting as an urgent item. 

Chairman of Lyme Regis 
Development Tmst Wendy 
Davies reported that dis¬ 
cussions between the dis¬ 
trict council and youth 
music group B Sharp, re¬ 
garding the use of the 
square for a music event, 
had led to the revelation 
that the district was 
preparing to sub-let the 
land to South West Water. 

Those at the meeting 
were unsure what this 
meant for future use of the 
area for public events, as 
South West Water has said 
they need 24/7 access to 
hatches on the square, 
leading into the pumping 
station below. 

District and town coun¬ 
cillor Daryl Turner ex¬ 
plained that the 


negotiations were “all but 
finalised and awaiting sig¬ 
nature” and there was only 
one hatch on the lower 
level of the square which 
required 24/7 access. 

Councillor Turner said 
that he had received con¬ 
tact details for South West 
Water so they could be 
contacted for a short-term 
agenda for the B Sharp 
event and “a long term re¬ 
quest for the continued use 
of non-profit making 
events for the benefit of 
the community”. 

He added: “We’re un¬ 


aware at this stage what 
South West Water will re¬ 
quire, if they give such 
permission in the future. 

“At present West Dorset 
District Council’s estate 
manager has indicated that 
he will be willing to allow 
B Sharp use of the upper 
section, if we gain permis¬ 
sion from South West 
Water.” 

Speaking at last week’s 
meeting, the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Sally Holman, said: 
“We can’t manage without 
it for some community 
events.” 
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ing in the wrong places.” 

Councillor Williams said she was concerned that unless 
the council found a viable solution the bus company 
would take Lyme off its routes. 

Speaking on Councillor Lovell’s one-way suggestion, 
she added: “Lyme doesn’t have the roads for a one-way 
system, we need another road. We don’t have that but 
what we do have doesn’t work anymore either. 

“I think there would be problems but I don’t think they 
would be as severe as the problems we have at the mo¬ 
ment. Problems from doing something radical will never 
be worse than the problems we have now, which are the 
dangers to pedestrians and other road users. 

“I think we are quite used to having traffic so close to 
us all the time but we have to think of our visitors who 
are not so used to it. 

“We have been asking Dorset to look into this and have 
been waiting for two years. We suggested all sorts of 
things and they came back a year later and had done noth¬ 
ing.” 

Councillor Lovell said that one of the problems that was 
making the congestion in Church Street worse was the 
erection of scaffolding and the “reluctance” of Dorset 
County Council to impose road closures. 

“They are happy to let people push past scaffolding 
which is halfway out in the road,” he added. 

Councillor Williams said: “To be fair to county, when¬ 
ever they have asked for a road closure for scaffolding 
we object. We need a planned closure in January, for ex¬ 
ample, well advertised in advance when everyone can 
carry out their repairs.” 

Councillors agreed to schedule a meeting to discuss the 
increasing number of large vehicles using Church Street 
and the problems it was causing and invite Oliver Letwin 
MP, the traffic commissioner, police and crime commis¬ 
sioner, top-level county councillors and officials, and rep¬ 
resentatives from First and the local police.

No decision on woodland 


THE decision on a plan¬ 
ning application for two 
houses in land known as 
Whistler’s Wood, in Lyme 
Regis, was not reached as 
expected last week. 

As reported in last 
week’s View, West Dorset 
District Council’s Devel¬ 
opment Control Commit¬ 
tee was expected to pass 
the application for the land 
behind Pound Street, 
which has been met with 
staunch objections from 
neighbouring residents. 

It was expected that ap¬ 
proval would be given sub¬ 
ject to conditions and the 
completion of a Section 
106 agreement regarding 
the handing over of the 
woodland to a trust to se¬ 
cure its future management 
in accordance with an ap¬ 
proved management plan. 

Permission for the devel¬ 
opment was first sought in 
2009 but refused, followed 
by an appeal and another 
refusal. Planning officers 
have said the Section 106 
agreement addressed the 
reasons for refusal. 

However, councillors did 
not approve the plans at 
last week’s meeting and 
the decision was deferred 
for further consideration 
and a site meeting. 

A number of objectors 
attended the meeting, in¬ 


cluding Daniel and 
Frances Whistler, son and 
daughter of Sir Laurence 
Whistler, the Queen’s for¬ 
mer glass engraver who 
previously owned the 
woodland, and both spoke 
against the plans. 

Mr Whistler said: “There 
can be no confidence long¬ 
term in the effectiveness 
of the Section 106, the 
trust. 

“The needs of humans 
will always take prece¬ 
dence over trees, and in¬ 


deed, there must be, quote 
‘due regard to the amenity 
of the occupants’ just as 
under Tree Preservation 
legislation. 

“The remaining wood 
would be diminished step 
by step, certainly within 
decades and probably 
within just a few years, 
one way or another... lop¬ 
ping off of branches for 
safety or more light, wor¬ 
ries perhaps particularly 
about the beech tree, 
falling on the upper house 


which is rammed up close 
to it, problems with leaves, 
and restrictions put on new 
plantings.” 

Mr Whistler added that 
the specification for 
trustees was vague and 
asked how they would po¬ 
lice the wood. 

He continued: “The ap¬ 
plicant has argued there 
has been ‘a complete ab¬ 
sence of any plan or fund¬ 
ing’. But this is not the 
case. There has been a se¬ 
rious bid for some time to 


purchase the entire wood, 
preserve it and even open 
it up on chosen days in the 
environmental year for 
schoolchildren and towns¬ 
people. 

“My own father Lau¬ 
rence Whistler tried to 
give it to the community 
on leaving Lyme after 28 
years in 1978. It was 
warmly welcomed by 
Dorset then turned down 
at the last minute on main¬ 
tenance costs.”

■ NO decision was reached at last Thursday’s West 
Dorset District Council planning meeting on the future 
of Lyme’s iconic woodland site. 

This, depsite intense efforts by 23 objectors listing 31 
reasons for rejecting the application. 

A previous appeal in 2010, turned down by an ap¬ 
pointed planning inspector, as well as by WDDC, was re¬ 
submitted largely unchanged by the applicant but with 
one important addition: a proposal to create a trust that 
would secure and protect the long-term future of the 
woodland in its natural state. But the applicant failed to 
file a completed trust deed leaving serious questions 
unanswered. 

One letter critical of the proposed trust ran to 12 finely 
argued pages, and a second of five pages. Many of these 
objections went un-addressed so the meeting took the 
safe option of referring the application back for further 
consideration. 

The creation of a trust to hold the freehold of the wood¬ 
land is so crucial that it was surprising that no trust deed 
has been prepared before the application was heard. In¬ 
stead, planners were being asked to take a leap of faith 
and allow the planning application to be approved with-

out the vital tmst documents being in place. Many key 
issues couldn’t, therefore, be clarified at the meeting. 

It is intended that two homeowners will be among the 
tmstees. But they will also be beneficiaries of the tmst. 
It doesn’t make sense to make the homeowners the ben¬ 
eficiaries. They must be distanced from any idea of direct 
ownership otherwise they could terminate the tmst and 
transfer the assets to themselves (there is a legal principle 
to allow this). And beneficiaries in the case of the wood¬ 
land should also include the town folk of Lyme, for they 
too enjoy the woodland, at least in terms of the views and 
oxygen it creates. 

If the council approves this application without a tmst 
deed, together with the extra details that that entails, they 
will be allowing an incomplete application to through 
blind. This could be a precedent bearing in mind the two 
previous rejections by their own district council, Lyme 
Regis Town Council and by many local community 
groups, local residents and close neighbours, none of who 
endorsed the previous applications.

Lost Monmouth Beach 
chalets now totals 25 


THE number of chalets on Monmouth 
Beach now either demolished or not is¬ 
sued with site licenses has reached 25 fol¬ 
lowing landslides. 

A total of nine chalets have been demol¬ 
ished following damage, with the last 
being knocked down yesterday (Tues¬ 
day). Fifteen chalets, including four on 
Ware Cliff and 11 on Monmouth Beach, 
have not been issued site licenses, along 
with two caravans on Ware Cliff which 
were affected before Christmas. 

This means no chalets on the Mon¬ 
mouth Beach area of the site are in use, 
not including the day huts. 

Town councillors were called to an ex¬ 
traordinary meeting last week to discuss 
the latest developments. Deputy town 
clerk John Wright reported that a loss of 
£35,111 was expected in the coming fi¬ 
nancial year from chalets that were de¬ 
molished or no longer in use. 

Speaking in the public forum, Tim 
Mayers, whose chalet has recently been 
demolished, argued that the loss would be 
more than this. 

He said: “It would be nice if we could 
be honest with local businesses and the 
press about the amount of money being 
lost at the Cobb end of town. The impli¬ 
cations of the chalet owners not coming 
into town every weekend are huge, not 
just the site licenses but the money they 
spend in the town. 

“It would be nice to see some true fig¬ 
ures in the papers. £35,000 is not what 
you have lost in site licenses.” 

Mr Mayers also complained that he had 
not been contacted by the council since 
his chalet was demolished and that site

safety around the chalets was not up to 
standard. 

Chalet owner and Lyme Regis May¬ 
oress Jane Whittington thanked the 
deputy town clerk, geotechnical engineer 
Peter Chapman and town councillors who 
had showed their support during “the last 
few very difficult and harrowing weeks”. 

Later in the meeting Councillor Daryl 
Turner said: “I have had a number of 
complaints from people who have not 
been informed of what’s going on down 
the far end, coming down with their fam¬ 
ilies to a tip.” 

Enforcement notice 

He added that he was concerned another 
major slip would occur in summer after 
the cliff had dried out. 

Councillor Turner also reported that the 
town council had received an enforce¬ 
ment notice from West Dorset District 
Council, as some chalets has been moved 
forward as means of protection from the 
slip without permission. 

The deputy town clerk said: “It was my 
call that those chalets were in imminent 
danger. The decision had to be made and 
I stand by it. If I have to take some criti¬ 
cism afterwards, so be it.” 

Councillors agreed not to issue site li¬ 
censes to those thought to be in danger. It 
was also agreed that the deputy town 
clerk would bring a report to full council 
on March 27th outlining proposals to mit¬ 
igate the loss of income from the chalets.

Former RAF Sargeant and 
Lyme resident dies, aged 89 


A WELL-KNOWN character in sport¬ 
ing circles in West Dorset and East 
Devon, Jim McMurtry, formerly of 
Lyme Regis, died at Elmwood Resi¬ 
dential Home in Colyford on Tuesday 
of last week, aged 89. 

Mr McMurtry was born in Terenure, 
Dublin, in 1923 and left Ireland in 
1942 to join the Royal Air Lorce. He 
was demobbed in 1947, returning to 
Dublin, but rejoined the RAL in 1950 
and was posted by the Marine Craft 
United at Lyme Regis. He met his wife 
to be, Babe, at a Young Conservatives 
ball at the Royal Lion in Lyme in 1951 
and they were married the following 
year. 

Two weeks later Mr McMurtry was 
posted to Germany where he served for 
many years, returning to the UK as a 
sergeant after being demobbed in 1968. 

Mr McMurtry worked at ironmon¬ 
gers Cox and Humphries in Lyme, now 
Lordham’s, moving to Bradford’s 
Broad Street shop and then to the Sta¬ 
tion Yard. He retired from Bradfords 
when the depot was closed and relo¬ 
cated to Axminster. 

His great passion in life was cricket, 
being a player, qualified umpire and of¬ 
ficial of Uplyme and Lyme Regis 
Cricket Club, holding the position of 
secretary and president before being 
made a life member. 

Mr McMurtry was involved in the 
Conservative Club at Lyme Regis for 
many years, serving as secretary and

playing snooker for the club in the 
Seaton Snooker League. He was also 
a qualified snooker referee and offici¬ 
ated when Terry Griffiths gave an ex¬ 
hibition match at the Regent Cinema in 
the 1980s. In later years Mr McMurtry 
was also a keen crib player. 

His wife died in 2002 shortly after 
celebrating their golden wedding and 
Mr McMurtry, whol lived for many 
years in Monmouth Street, moved to 
Cloverdale Court where he found new 
friends and interests, including playing 
bowls. He also enjoyed the weekly 
bingo sessions at the Woodmead Halls. 

As his mobility declined Mr Mc¬ 
Murtry moved into the Abbeyfield in 
Axminster in 2009 as there were no va¬ 
cancies at the Lyme home but used to 
return to the town regularly for coffee 
mornings and other events. He then 
moved to Abbeyfield Lyme in 2010 
when a vacancy arose but following 
several falls he moved to Elmwood 
Residential Home in Colyford in 2011 
to be near his only son, Ian, and his 
wife Liz.

Lyme Matters

G REAT sadness 
in our office this 
week following 
the death of Chris 
Neale on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. 

Chris was a popular 
and much respected 
member of our staff 
going back to the 
launch of the View 
From series of newspa¬ 
pers in 2005. A talented 
graphic artist, he also 
worked for me for a few 
years prior to that on a 
part-time basis and our 
friendship went back a 
long way. 

In his younger days 
Chris was a dashing 
young man with a mop 
of blonde hair and a 
brilliant golfer to boot. 
Some say he could have 
turned professional. 


We often knocked 
around together and 
there is one occasion 
which particularly 
stands out in my mem¬ 
ory. In the 1970s I did 
quite a bit of comper¬ 
ing work all over the 
country, the most high- 
profile being the Na¬ 
tional Carnival Queen 
contest at the Lyceum 
Ballroom in London 
which was recorded by 
Thames TV. 

We were both work¬ 
ing for the Bridport 
and Lyme Regis News 
at the time, me as chief 
reporter and Chris as 
an advertisement rep. 

Having sussed out 
that we would be rub¬ 
bing shoulders with a 
bevvy of beautiful 
young girls, Chris ac¬ 


companied me to the 
Lyceum as my “agent” 
and was allowed access 
to the Green Room 
where all the contestants 
and judges gathered be¬ 
fore the contest. Music 
was supplied by Showad- 
dyywaddy, one of the top 
bands at the time, and 
the chairman of judges 
was TV personality 
Shaw Taylor. 

Chris looked quite 
dashing in a dark green 
velvet dinner jacket and 
attracted far more atten¬ 
tion from the young girls 
than I did, especially 
when we went onto 
Stringfellows nightclub 
afterwards to dance the 
night away. I should add 
that this was before ei¬ 
ther of us were married. 

We drove back to Brid¬ 
port early the next morn¬ 
ing feeling a bit delicate 
to say the least. Chris 
went back to his adver¬ 


tising desk and I had to 
cover a West Dorset 
planning meeting at 
Dorchester in the after¬ 
noon. What a contrast! 

In the years that 
passed we often spoke - 
over a glass or two - 
about our one night in 
the fast lane. 

We went our separate 
ways in the intervening 
years but our friendship 
was renewed when I be¬ 
came chairman of Lyme 
Regis Football Club in 
1995 and Chris and his 
wife Patsy were running 
the bar operation at the 
Davey Fort clubhouse. 

By this time Chris was 
in remission from that 
most invasive of dis¬ 
eases, leukaemia, which 
he bore with huge forti¬ 
tude and stoicism. 

He finally kicked it 
when he received a 
bonemarrow implant 
from his sister Rose¬ 


mary but his immune 
system was shot by all 
the treatment and he 
was plagued by many 
other complaints over 
the years which re¬ 
quired frequent visits to 
hospital. 

These were our hal¬ 
cyon days at the football 
club and Chris was an 
ever-present face at the 
many memorable social 
events we organised, in¬ 
cluding an unforgettable 
all-night stint behind the 
bar to celebrate the mil¬ 
lennium. 

Chris was also one of 
those men who could 
turn his hand to any¬ 
thing. Whenever there 
was a problem at work 
with the heating or some 
such, we would call for 
Chris. He could always 
fix it. 

He was very handy 
around the home as 
well, although a bit acci¬ 


dent probe, often falling 
off a ladder, but he al¬ 
ways shrugged off his 
cuts and bruises. 

Chris became the View 
from’s first graphic 
artist and was hugely 
loyal and industrious. 
Despite being in pain for 
much of the time, he in¬ 
variably made it into 
work. If he didn’t, we 
knew it was bad and he 
would probably be in 
hospital. 

Chris’ health had been 
very poor in recent 
times but he was given a 
new lease of life by see¬ 
ing the growing up of his 
beloved children, Jo, 
Shelley and Adam, of 
whom he was inordi¬ 
nately and rightly proud, 
and the arrival of three 
beautiful grandchildren 
on whom he doted. I am 
sure their presence ex¬ 
tended his life by a few 
years. 

He died suddenly but 
peacefully at home on 
Sunday morning, finally 
released from years of 
pain and anguish. 

Simply, Chris was one 
of the nicest men I have 
ever met - and certainly 
the bravest man I knew. 


■ I AM tone deaf and devoid of all musical talent 
- but that won't stop me being part of the 
biggest band ever to appear in this country when 
Guitars On the Beach is staged in Lyme Regis in- 
September. 

Organiser Geoff Baker just won't take no for an 
answer so I'm in the market for an accoustic guitar, 
or at least a ukelelee, so that I can learn the three 
chords of the great Buddy Holly number "Rave On" 
and be part of the most unique event to be held in 
the town for many a year. 

As you will see on another page in this issue, he 
has even recruited chef Mark Hix to strum along. 


Only one name 
in the frame 

ONLY one nomination so there will be no by-elec¬ 
tion to fill the vacancy on Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil, caused by the death of Barabra Austin MBE. 

So Jill Newton, former Woodroffe School pupil, 
marketing expert and partner of rock PR man 
Geoff Baker, will be co-opted without having to 
fight an election. At least it will save the council a 
bob or two. 

Many in town were surprised that Jill was the 
only candidate, thinking that the group of new 
councillors would have persuaded someone to 
join their voting cartel. I know a number were ap¬ 
proached. 

I have to declare an interest here because Jill 
does some part-time work for the View and I pro¬ 
posed her nomination. 

I think she will make an excellent councillor and 
as it states on her blog she approaches the job 
without allegiance to any group - old or new. She 
will make up her mind which way to vote after lis¬ 
tening to reasoned debate - that's how it should 
be. 

Jill's marketing experience will also be very valu¬ 
able to a council whose PR has left much to be de¬ 
sired on occasions. 

The current council has another two years before 
there is another election, when it is rumoured that 
at least a couple of members will not seek re-elec¬ 
tion, so Jill will have plenty of time to cut her teeth 
and get used to the intricacies and frustrations of 
local government. 

Before then, of course, we have the county coun¬ 
cil elections this coming May with two declared 
candidates so far - town and district councillor 
Daryl Turner, a Tory, and former district councillor 
and retired trader Pat Hicks, a Liberal Democrat.

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Buddy brilliant! West End star joins guitar event 


T HE Lyme Regis bid to set a new UK 
record with 2,000 guitarists playing si¬ 
multaneously on the beach has landed 
a top West End star to lead the massive 
band. 

The huge event, Guitars on the Beach, at 
which thousands of guitarists will all play 
Buddy Holly's classic rock and roll song "Rave 
On", now has its own Buddy. 

Former Woodroffe schoolboy Billy Ger- 
aghty, star of the top London musical 
"Buddy", has stepped forward to join the 
band which now numbers more than 360 
guitarists. 

Mr Garaghty, who attended Woodroffe in 
the 1970s, said: "I think it's a great idea, so 
I've joined the band and am getting in¬ 
volved. I'm really looking forward to us all 
rocking out on the beach." 

Mr Geraghty was the first British actor 
to play the lead role in The Buddy Holly 
Story, the world's most successful rock 
and roll musical which has been seen 
in worldwide productions by more 
than 20 million people. 

He has also appeared in numerous 
films and television dramas and last 
year he sang for The Queen and 
brought the Royal Variety performance 
to a show-stopping standstill when 
his piano burst into flames as he 
played Jerry Lee Lewis in a song 
from another West End hit musi¬ 
cal, "Great Balls Of Fire". 

Geoff Baker, who is organis¬ 
ing Guitars on the Beach 
alongisde top chef Mark Hix 
and Axe Music shop owner 
Andy Cable, said: "Oh boy, 
this is Buddy brilliant 
news!" 


The event will be held on Lyme's main 
beach at 5pm on Saturday, September 7th - 
Buddy Holly's birthday.The aim is to set a UK 
record for the most guitarists simultane¬ 
ously playing the same song.

She's going to open a 
book for people to guess the total of the 
number of notes in 'Rave On' multiplied by 
the number of guitarists who take part. It's 
fabulous that all sections of Lyme's commu¬ 
nity are getting behind this."

LymeLetters 


'Fundamental issue' is the district 
council's lack of funding to theatre 


■ CAN we, perhaps, try to widen the context of the dis¬ 
cussion amongst elected members about the recurrent 
funding of two of the town's foremost institutions, the 
Woodmead Halls and the Marine Theatre (View From 
Lyme Regis, March 13th)? 

Elected members are, quite rightly, seeking to assess 
the value for our money that these organisations provide 
but, in your report, I see no attempt to quantify either the 
economic and cultural benefits to the town that both 
clearly bring or any acknowledgement of the tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds of hidden value deriving from the com¬ 
mitment of an army of trustees, volunteers and friends. 

The Woodmead Halls is, by any standard, magnificently 
managed. If they believe that it costs £24,500 per annum 
to maintain then I think the judgement of the council 
should be made in the context of the huge sums of money 
they have raised under the indefatigable leadership of 
Stan Williams, the revenue they bring to the town and the 
outstanding venue they provide for local organisations. 

The Marine Theatre will always be more controversial 
because, it is by its very nature, a risk taking business. 
Recent events in Taunton evidence the volatility of arts 
provision nationally. I don’t need to remind elected mem¬ 
bers that, sadly under my leadership as chairman, the the¬ 
atre ran into difficulties just over two years ago. 

The response of the council was swift and generous, re¬ 
flecting, I think, two over-riding factors: this crisis con¬ 
centrated the minds of the council on what the town 
might be about to lose - the vote for the rescue was unan¬ 
imous; and further that I had been saying to elected mem¬ 
bers over a long period of time that, relative to similar 
organisations, the theatre was grossly under-funded, “an 
accident waiting to happen”. 

Over the five years that I sat as chairman we made re¬ 


peated attempts to fulfil the requirements of the service 
level agreement with the council, approaching both the 
Arts Council and West Dorset District Council for recur¬ 
rent funding. The latter responded with what amounts to 
a token gesture. 

My decision to stand down after five years was taken 
in the summer of 2010 when I became convinced of two 
related things: firstly that WDDC could not be moved and 
that, therefore, the future for recurrent funding would al¬ 
ways leave the business on the edge; and, secondly, that 
this resistance on their part owed absolutely nothing to 
an objective view of relative artistic value and everything 
to a complicated historical relationship between Lyme 
Regis Town Council and WDDC. 

From where I sit the Marine Theatre is currently in very 
good shape. A small board of committed trustees oversee 
it at absolutely no cost to anyone; it is run, on a daily 
basis, by two very gifted young men who are bringing 
quite exceptional quality to this town; it gives employ¬ 
ment to five individuals (none full time), all extraordi¬ 
narily able in their special fields and none highly paid; 
there have been very fine improvements to the fabric; the 
theatre continues to provide a home for the best youth 
theatre for many miles. 

The very last thing this organisation needs now is the 
implicit micro-management of councillors determining 
how the budget will be deployed. Is it too much to hope 
that the members will put their energies instead into re¬ 
solving the fundamental issue: establishing a relationship 
with WDDC which allows the Marine Theatre equal 
treatment with similar organisations in Bridport and 
Dorchester?

A better decision-making 
process for West Dorset? 


■ GIVEN the apparent reluctance of West Dorset District 
Council to issue a press release on the subject, I write to 
draw your readers’ attention to the discussions, currently 
underway among councillors, on the future system of 
governance for the district. 

I do this now as I am aware that two very expensive and 
contentious decisions have been made in recent years 
under the current “cabinet” system of governance. Firstly 
the £15million project creating new offices for WDDC 
and a new Dorchester library and adult education centre 
and, secondly, the late addition to the new local plan of 
the Came View site to the south east of Dorchester for a 
possible 1000 new homes. 

WDDC’s current system of governance is one in which 
all major decisions (including the two referred to above) 
are made by the seven person Executive Committee 
(often referred to as “the cabinet”). Members of this are 
chosen by the Leader and are all drawn from the majority 
party (Conservative). Although cabinet decisions are 
scrutinised by two committees made up of members 
from different political groups (Conservative - 8; Liberal 
Democrat - 3; West Dorset Independent - 1) this check 


on the Executive is of very limited value in a council 
where party whipping plays a significant role. Occasion¬ 
ally, in one of the few (5 per year) full council meetings, 
a “recommendation” from the cabinet may be debated by 
all 48 councillors before being put to the vote. 

There can be little doubt that this system leads directly 
to a very significant democratic deficit with the views of 
many councillors playing no part at all in decisions on 
major issues. 

It may not remain like this. Councillors are now dis¬ 
cussing alternatives to the Leader and cabinet system in¬ 
cluding reverting to the committee stmcture. This system, 
allowing as it does a much broader and more representa¬ 
tive debate on major issues, could well lead to better de¬ 
cision-making. 

Your readers may like to find out for themselves which 
system their elected representatives favour and, more im¬ 
portantly, why they believe it to be in the best interests 
of the voters of West Dorset.

There's Cold in 
them there Hills! 

AFTER the hysteria of the California Gold Rush 
faded during the 1850’s, rumours began to spread of 
gold being found in the Rocky Mountains and sev¬ 
eral small parties explored the region. 

Then, in late July 1874, the 7th Calvary led by 
Colonel George Armstrong Custer searched the 
Black Hills, Dakota, for a location to establish an 
army post. Gold was found on land that had been 
ceded by the Treaty of Laramie 1868 as land for the 
Great Sioux Reservation. The gold miners didn't 
really care that they were taking gold from the land 
that the Indians owned and some miners were still 
sneaking in even after they were told to stay out of 
the Indian territory ~ the Black Hills Gold Rush had 
begun! 

By the autumn of 1875 there were an estimated 
500 miners in the area and prospectors from Mon¬ 
tana had located deposits of gold in the Black Hills, 
paying between twenty to forty cents to the pan. For 
those early discoverers, each spade of earth revealed 
a veritable fortune in gold. A mere nine months 
later, a million dollars of gold at $20 an ounce had 
been taken from the Black Hills and approximately 
10,000 people populated the Black Hills, with 5,000 
of these in Deadwood. 

During the building of the railroad between 1876 
and 1890, gold was shipped out of the Black Hills 
by stagecoach. The summer of 1876 saw $500,000 
worth of gold shipped out of Deadwood. It was 
transported in iron safes in armoured treasure 
coaches, some of which carried $200,000 worth at 
once. One such coach in 1877 carried $350,000 and 
weighed in at just under half a tonne. The coaches 
made vulnerable targets for bandits and Indians and 
therefore sharpshooters were hired to protect them. 

One such famous hired hand was known as 
Calamity Jane ~ a hard-bitten, gun-toting tomboy. 
Her story was written into a musical comedy ~ 
CALAMITY JANE ~ which will be staged at the 
Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis by Members of Lyme 
Regis Operatic Society from May 14th to 18th. 

Calamity Jane will be played by Nicky Sweetland 
who comes in for a lot of teasing about her lack of 
femininity and her tendency to enhance her stage¬ 
coach stories by Wild Bill Hickock, played by Ian 
Crew. The character of Francis Fryer will be per¬ 
formed by John Challis and calls for one scene in 
drag! Scott Robson and Sian Dernley will provide 
the romantic element, while smaller roles are taken 
by Brian Boyt and Tracey Dare. The director, Nick 
Lawrence, is putting the cast through their paces 
with the enthusiastic assistance of Rachel Worsley 
who is choreographing the big numbers such as 
“Just blew in from the Windy City” and “Careless 
with the Truth”. It will be a show worth seeing!

The story behind the medals 


AS the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
venue for sailing, the Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing Academy in 
Dorset has experienced a unique and 
unforgettable few years in the run up to 
and during the London 2012 Olympic 
Games.

The celebrated sailing destination 
began creating Olympic champions 
years before the words Beijing and Lon¬ 
don Olympics had been uttered. 

Developed to take advantage of some 
of the best small boat sailing waters on 
the planet, the WPNSA has provided an 
unrivalled location for training and sail¬ 
ing competitions for a great number of 
years. 

The combination of clean winds, shel¬ 
tered waters and weak tides in the area 
is unique, and the world class facility set 
in the centre of the Jurassic Coast pro¬ 
vided the perfect training venue in the 
run up to the Olympic Games. 

The success of the WPNSA began early 
when it became the first 2012 venue to 
be completed in November 2008, with 
three years to spare, and it played a cru¬ 
cial part in the overall success of the Lon¬ 
don Olympics 2012, and the number of 
medals Team GBR won.

Ainslie began 
sailing in the waters of his native Corn¬ 
wall at a very young age and would later 
be a frequent visitor to the WPNSA, un¬ 
dertaking his Olympic training at the 
now iconic venue. 

He paid his compliments to the Acad¬ 
emy in saying:"WPNSA is home to some 
of the best sailing waters in the world 
and there is tough competition to gain 
this status. 

high profile 

The highest profile sailors in the world 
have competed at the venue which itself 
has showcased one of the most watched 
global events. 

"I have sailed on these waters since I 
was racing youth classes and the WPNSA 
is a great improvement upon the facili¬ 
ties I used back then. 

"The new generation getting out on 
the water have a very bright future and 
a first rate sports venue readily available 
to them that represents such a great op¬ 
portunity. 

"I have no doubt the venue will go on 
to host a raft of quality sailing events as 
it is now firmly on the map as a premiere 
location to compete. 

"Personally I will never forget winning 
my Olympic Gold medal in front of a 
home crowd and on waters so familiar to 
me." 

Now also a member of the board of di¬ 
rectors for the WPNSA, Ainslie will con¬ 
tinue to play a role at the centre which 
supported him throughout his sailing 
career and Olympic campaigns. 

Ainslie is not the only Gold medallist to 
sing the praises of WPNSA, as Paralympic 
Gold Medallist Helena Lucas MBE also 


trained from the Academy for a number 
of years before and during her Olympic 
campaign. Lucas won gold in 2012 in the 
2.4mR event. 

She said: "Winning gold on home wa¬ 
ters in Weymouth and Portland was an 
amazing experience; the home support 
is something I will never forget and it 
spurred me on tremendously. 

"Training and competing at WPNSA 
throughout my preparation certainly 
contributed to my result and I will always 
love sailing here. It is an unbeatable 
venue for disabled sailors with new, pur¬ 
pose built, facilities. 

"For example, there are disabled ac¬ 
cess hoists on the pontoons, providing 
the safest access to tidal waters for peo¬ 
ple with disabilities anywhere in the UK. 
I don't know of any other sailing venue 
where the needs of sailors of all abilities 
are so well catered for." 

However, it was not only Team GB who 
performed outstandingly during the 
sailing Olympics and Paralympics, with 
competitors from across the globe win¬ 
ning medals in British waters. 

A key to the success was the ability for 
them to access and train in the Olympic 
waters before the games began; reaping 
the benefits of this fantastic advantage. 

The academy was the first Olympic 
sailing venue to open to international 
competitors prior to the games since 
Kiel in 1972, and by operating in such a 
way this created a level playing field for 
competitors, with the final sailing com¬ 
petition higher than ever. 

Sailors from Italy, USA, Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia, Spain, Sweden, Holland, Ar¬ 
gentina, Denmark and Russia trained at 
the academy pre the games, and having 
these teams on site, some of which were 
for a number of years; brought a great 
international feel to the area. 

The WPNSA played a truly essential 
part in training and assisting all Olympic 
and Paralympic sailors in both the 2012 
Games and in the years leading up to the 
event; without its excellent facilities 
Team GBR may not have achieved such 
admirable results.
